OTHER LARQE CITIES 

Much bos been said and. written 
about increased taxation In Chicago, 
especially as propaganda ngalnst the 
present city administration, but tliia 
propaganda lost Its force when tlic 
fact was sliown by United States cen- 
sus report, thnt tlio increase in Ghlca* 
go was less than In any other largo 
city cast of the Alisslssippi. 

Of course, taxes have gone up. 
Everybody knows, it and nobody de- 
nies It So have household expenses, 
business costs, living costs and every- 
thing else. Wltliout Increased taxa- 
tion, no governmental agency, nntlon- 
al, state, county or city, could have 
continued to function. 

Tiie city's revenue v?aa reduced 
seven million dollars per year by th« 
lational prohibition law, ami that loss 
Df revenue had to bo made up by nn 
increase In taxation. No one will bo 
foolhardy enough to argue that the 
city administration ought to be 
;hnrgcd with tlie ISth amendment and 
tlie prof ound -economic changes which 
It brought about. 

It has been sold that the- best 
aiensure of the cost of government to 
the taxpayer Is tho per capita tax 
levied. Tills is borne out by flffures 
Dbtnincd from the federal govemment 
census reports. Figures on tho twelve 
leading cities of the United States 
show Chicago In the most advantage- 
ous position so far as tho tax rate Is 
concerned, Chlcngo's Increase in 1021 
over lOlS was only 25.6570 as against 
B9.K)% for Now Orleans and 81.85% 
for Seattle. These flffurcs are for all 
government bodies, Including state, 
county, schools, eta 

During the. period of this slight In- 
crease, more public improvemeota 
were carried out than In any other 
period of equal length In the histor; 
of tho city. Chicago was made the 
henltlilest large city in the world and 
ancqualled recreational facilities, such 
as bathing beaches and playgrounds, 
were established. 

It Is a wcll-establlahed fact that the 
people of Chicago get more for every 
dollar of tax money than do the dtl- 
tens of any other Iar£e city In thi 
PTorld.
